Poisons and Pharmacy Bill 

A Poisons and Pharmacy Bill is at present before the 
House of Lords, and the new legislation proposed is being 
considered in detail by the Medico-Political Committee of 
the Association. Steps have been taken to protect the 
interests of the medical practitioner, with the result that 
it is probable that his position will be unchanged, except 
that the Bill makes definite proposals for the registration 
of premises where a doctor keeps’ ‘‘ open shop,’’ the 
employment of a fully qualified pharmaceutical chemist 
being necessary for the transaction of such business. The 
interests of ‘‘ Public Medical Services’’ have received 
special attention. As the Bill left the Lords the Association 
is to be given the appointment of a medical practitioner 
on the new Poisons Board. 


Medical Benefit in Northern Ireland 

The 1930 Northern Ireland National Health Insurance 
Act caused medical benefit to come into operation in that 
country on October Ist, 1930, in which circumstances it 
became necessary that the insurance practitioners in 
Northern Ireland should be represented upon, the Insurance 
Acts Committee of the Association. The necessary steps 
are being taken to submit to the Representative Body in 
July next proposals to this end. 


Investigation of Prescribing 
As a result of a resolution passed by the Panel Confer- 
ence in October, 1930, it has been arranged that where 
a practitioner has been interviewed by the regional 
medical officer in connexion with his prescribing, he shall 
be informed of the result of the consideration of the 
matter by the Ministry. 


Range of Service 

The Insurance Acts Committee has agreed with the 
Ministry of Health to an alteration of Article 43 of the 
Medical Benefit Regulations providing that in every case 
in which particulars are furnished to the committee by 
an insurance practitioner with respect to services outside 
the scope of medical benefit which he has rendered to an 
insured person, and in respect of which he has charged, 
or intends to charge, a private fee, the case shall, as a 
routine matter, be referred to the Local Medical Com- 
mittee for decision as to whether in fact the service in 
question was outside the scope of an insurance practi- 
tioner’s agreement.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions

He recalled 
that Dr. Parakh, the president, was a member of the Board 
of Studies in Medicine of the University of Rangoon. The 
Branch should have a representative on the Medical Council 
of Burma, and the necessary steps were being taken to 
secure that the Branch should have definite exposition of its 
views as such. The Branch should have a similar representa- 
tive on the governing body of the Medical College of the 
University of Rangoon, and appropriate action was being 
taken to try to secure such membership for the same reas0l. 


MIDLAND BrancH: LEICESTER AND RUTLAND DivIsI0N 
A meeting of the Leicester and Rutland Division was held at 
the Medical Club, Leicester, on March 6th, when 
Watiace Henry was in the chair, and forty-one membes 
were present. 

Sir Ewen Macrean gave a British Medical Association 
lecture on some ante-natal problems. He dealt particularly 
with the detection of minor degrees of contraction, of eatly 
signs of toxaemia, and with the significance of the differett 
varieties of cardiac lesions. He stressed the importantt, 
especially with regard to the lessons to be learnt from peél¥t 
metry, of the patient being attended into the natal and post 
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natal phases by the same practitioner who had made the ante- 
natal examinations, and regarded any scheme which failed 
to provide for this continuity as being imperfect. - 

There was an animated discussion, and-a hearty vote of 
thanks was accorded to Sir Ewen Maclean for his address. 


SUFFOLK BRANCH: SOUTH SUFFOLK DIVISION 
A meeting of the South Suffolk Division, to which all non- 
members were invited, was heid at the East Suffolk and 
Ipswich Hospital on January 30th, when Dr. C. S. Stappon 
was in the chair, and thirty-three other members of the pro- 
fession were present. 
The CHAIRMAN explained the request of the staff of the

mendation (a), that ‘‘ the patient should be allowed to select 
any available registered medical practitioner as his attendant,’’ 
was not adopted. Recommendation (b) was withdrawn as 
the result of the non-acceptance of (a). The following income 
limit was provisionally adopted: Class (a), single persons, 
£350 per annum ; Class (b), married couples without children 
under 16 and persons with one dependant under 16, £450 per 
annum; Class (c), married couples with children under 16, 
£550 per annum. The meeting unanimously agreed that the 
principle of paying beds was acceptable to the local profession.

THE RURAL PRACTITIONER 

Sir,—In the report of the Warwickshire Panel and Local 
Medical Committee in the Supplement of March 21st (p. 94) 
is found an insidious attack on the rural practitioner. After 
stating that ‘‘ last year all Warwickshire practitioners were 
tuled out,’’ the chairman is reported as saying that ‘‘ doctors 
practising in suburban districts would benefit ’’ if the scheme 
were widened. This is true, but the cost would be a further 
robbing of the rural practitioner. It is gratifying that the 
committee resolved ‘‘ to write to all country doctors urging 
them to consider the desirability of their making appli- 
cation.”’ The truth is that the interests of the really 
tural practitioner are not fully considered. The really rural 
Practitioner has been so badly treated over the mileage 
question in the past that he feels that his interests are not 
adequately minded even by the so-called Rural Practitioners 
Subcommittee of the Insurance Acts Committee. The towns- 
men would now like to rob their rural brother of his last

UNNECESSARY REFERENCE TO REGIONAL 
MEDICAL OFFICERS 

Sir,—The letter in the Supplement of March 21st from 
Dr. Churcher on the subject of unnecessary reference to 
Tegional medical officers interested me, as I had a similaz 
experience in the previous week. My patient, an indoor farm 
Servant, was suffering from influenza and severe pleurodynia, 
and was confined to bed for ten days. On the twelfth day 
—before he had received any benefit from his society— 
I was Surprised to receive notice that he was referred for 
examination. 

I wroté rather strongly to the regional~medical officer, 


pointing out how unnecessary such references were, and how 
statistics of those ‘‘ referred and fit for work’’ would be 
inflated and rendered quite misleading by a continuance of 
the practice. His reply was that he sympathized with my 
view, but the societies had to prevent drain on their funds, 
and were entirely within their rights in referring any case. 
This patient was fit for work and signed off without exam- 
ination, so is now classed as ‘‘ referred and did not appear,” 
showing, as the friendly society report will probably state, 
“* the laxity, in certification, of the panel doctor.’’. ; 
The patient, I may state, had never been on the funds 
before. It was the fact that the man had never been ill 
before that worried his master so much and made him come

WITHDRAWAL OF AUTHORIZATION . 

The Home Secretary gives notice that he has withdrawn from 
Salomon Julius Abrahams, L.R.C.P., L.R.C.S., L.R.F.P.S., of 
Abercromby Square, Liverpool, the authority granted by the 
Regulations made under the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1920, 
to medical practitioners to be in possession of and supply 
raw opium, coca leaves, and Indian hemp, and the drugs and 
preparations to which Part III of the Act applies, and has 
also directed that it shall not be lawful for Dr. Abrahams to 
give prescriptions for the purposes of the Dangerous Drugs 
(Consolidation) Regulations, 1928. Any person supplying Dr. 
Abrahams with raw opium, coca leaves, or Indian hemp, or 
any of the drugs or preparations to which Part III of the 
Act applies, and any person supplying the drugs on a pre- 
scription signed by him, will be committing an offence against 
the Acts.
